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Prospects of Smelter Trusts.

A Denver dispatch of January 3lst
says: The organization of the Ameri-
can Smelting Company, in which the
American Smelting and Refining Com
pany has been merged with the Gug-
genheim interests, and which will con-
trol between 75 and 80 per cent of the
silver output of the world, has been
announced by Simon and Daniel Gug-
genheim, who arrived in the city yes-
terday.

The Messrs, Guggenheim have given
out the following statement;

“Our business has not been absorbed.
There has been & merging of the two
interests and an exchaoge of secnre-
ties. ln the hundliog of metals, the
miner will be enabled to get the full
prices that are paid, and what benefits
the miners is of advantage to the smel-
ters, We have kept up the price of
lead and we propose to do the same
‘with silver.

“Today silver is scientifically aund
secrotly bonght by four brokers in
London who stand in with each other
and the bayer. The seller sells his
product from day to day and is &t the
merey of the brokers. This can and
will be changed as soon as the thing
oan be ronnded, |

“We believe that instead of the smel-
ter company being & meounce to the
country it will be an advantage. In
the first pluce, the receipts of the rail-
road will be increased by an inorease
of freight in nnd out. To the miner it
will mean an enormous advantage, It
will Inerease the product of his ores,
because under such a lurge operation
as this will be the smelters ean nssist
the miners to mine his low grude ma-
terial which he now ofttimes ullows to
remain in the mine,

“We believe the smelter is, in a
sonse, to the miner what the banker is.
The bauker supplies him when in need
of funds, and the smelter should sup-
ply him with low treatment charges.

“Wa have been getting information
from Inrge institations like the Krapp
works in Germany concerning their
methods of caring for their employes,
We intend to apply the best of these
methods to the men in our employ,
It is our inteotion to improve the con-
dition of the men, and we hope to es-
tablish libraries and proper homes for
them. Wedo not elaim to be philan
thrupists, but believe that an improved
econdition of the men inour employ
eanpot but work an advantage to us.
There is no doubt that the thrifty Ia-
borers will in time become iuvestors
in the secareties of the company, and
that is what we want."

With this it was his intention to
develop the treasures hidden in his
Yuma county holdings, and in puarsu-
ance of the fulfillment of his cherished
ambition he packed his burro, placing
his earnings in & tin pail, with other
urticles of more or less ynlue, which he
tied to u puck saddle. Buot an unkind
fate decreed that the result of his
months of labor was not to go toward
the revelation of the contents of
Schultz’s claims. At a point above
Picaho, where the prospector attempted
to eross the Colorado river, the buarro
stuck lu the quicksand, and sunk from
slght—bedding, clothes, cooking uten
sils, money and all—before assistanoe
could be procured, With the sinking
of the prospector's gold, amounting to
about 3.08, sunk also his dreams of af-
fluence ana wealth, the hope which
springs eternal being the ouly article
of walue saved from the relentless
grasp of the treacherous quicksand,
It was with difficulty that Mr. Schultz
preserved his own citizenship in the
upper world, enabling him to tell the
tule of his misfortune,
